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This  article  was  written  by  my  late  father  Captain 
F.  Ashe  Lincoln  R.N.R.  (Royal Navy  Reserve) 
about  an  incident  during  World  War  II.  It  is  an 
interesting  piece  of  history. 

I  WAS  THERE— BARI'43 

In  October  1943  I  was  serving 
with  No.  30  Marine  Comman¬ 
do,  which  was  at  Bari  (Italy)  on 
the  Adriatic.  Our  Commando 
was  unique  in  that  it  consisted  of  Royal 
Marines  under  the  overall  command  of 
Naval  Officers  and  was  used  for  specific 
naval  tasks  and  a  number  of  unusual 
operations.  Our  particular  task  at  that 
time  was  the  setting  up  of  a  naval  base 
just  off  the  coast  of  Yugoslavia  and  the 
transfer  of  supplies  to  guerrilla  units 
operating  against  the  Germans  in  oc¬ 
cupied  Yugoslavia.  Whilst  engaged  in 
these  operations,  I  received  information 
from  Tito’s  Partisan  Officers  that  islands 
in  the  Northern  Atlantic,  which  had 
been  occupied  by  Partisan  forces,  were 
being  gradually  re-taken  by  German 
armies.  Furthermore,  many  thousands 
of  refugees  from  the  violent  pro-Nazi 
Ustachi  in  Croatia  had  taken  refuge  in 
these  islands  under  the  protection  of  the 
Partisans  who  felt  that  in  the  face  of  su¬ 
perior  German  attacks,  they  were  unable 
to  afford  them  continued  protection. 

I  had  sent  some  small  part  of  the 
Marines  to  support  the  Partisans  in  the 
islands,  but  the  forces  at  our  disposal 


were  wholly  inadequate  to  withstand 
Nazi  attacks.  At  a  conference  with  the 
Partisan  leaders,  it  was  decided  that 
the  safest  course  was  to  evacuate  these 
refugees,  who  numbered  several  thou¬ 
sand,  from  the  islands.  I  had  no  means 
of  discovering  the  exact  identity  of  the 
refugees,  but  from  all  the  indications 
it  appeared  that  they  must  be  Jewish. 
Communication  with  the  islands  con¬ 
cerned  was  difficult,  but  I  was  informed 
one  day  quite  suddenly  that  the  refugees 
had  all  been  put  into  some  22  small 
craft  and  advised  to  attempt  the  cross¬ 
ing  of  the  Adriatic  in  order  to  reach  the 
southern  Italian  ports,  which  were  oc¬ 
cupied  by  our  forces.  German  activity

in  the  Northern  Adriatic  was  being  fully 
supported  by  intensive  air  support  and 
the  danger  to  these  small  craft  was  that 
they  might  be  sunk  by  aircraft  cannon 
fire,  unless  given  some  protection  on 
their  journey.  Immediately  on  hearing 
the  steps  that  the  Partisans  had  taken, 

I  contacted  Commander  Welman,  R.N. 
who  commanded  British  Naval  Coastal 
Forces  in  the  area.  I  began  to  explain  to 
him  the  peril  that  faced  these  refugees 
and  their  plight,  but  he  cut  me  short 
by  saying  “you  need  not  explain  to  me 
what  the  Jews  are  suffering,  because  my 
wife  is  Jewish  and  I  know  all  about  it 
and  fully  sympathise  with  you  and  your 
people.” 

He  immediately  agreed  to  provide 
me  with  a  force  of  six  gunboats  to  set 
out  on  patrol  in  an  effort  to  locate  the 


refugee  ships  and,  in  the  meanwhile,  we 
were  able  to  make  arrangements  with 
the  local  companies  of  the  Guards  Regi¬ 
ments  to  prepare  accommodation  for 
the  refugees  when  they  arrived. 

The  six  gunboats  were  fully  briefed 
on  the  situation  and  a  plan  of  search 
was  worked  out.  I  found  that  all  the 
lieutenants  commanding  the  gunboats 
were  most  enthusiastic  to  rescue  these 
refugees  and  bring  them  back. 

One  of  the  gunboats  was  under  the 
command  of  a  Jewish  lieutenant,  David 
Romaine,  R.N.V.R.  whose  family  I 
had  known  in  London.  At  the  earliest 
possible  moment  the  gunboats  set  sail, 
but  shortly  afterwards  I  learnt  the  rather 
alarming  news  that  one  fishing  boat  had 
been  machine  gunned  and  driven  ashore 
and  the  crew,  including  one  of  my  own 
Officers,  had  been  wounded  and  cap¬ 
tured.  This  was,  in  fact,  Lt.  Cdr.  Guy 
Morgan,  who  after  the  War  became  cel¬ 
ebrated  as  the  author  of  the  play  “Albert 
RN.”  This  boat,  as  it  turned  out,  was 
not  one  of  those  containing  the  escaping 
refugees,  though  at  the  time  I  did  not 
realize  that  this  was  the  position.  How¬ 
ever,  our  gunboats  successfully  found 
the  refugee  ships  and  escorted  them  to 
safety  in  Bari  Harbour,  where  the  pas¬ 
sengers  were  taken  ashore  and  carefully 
nursed  and  accommodated.  Many  of 
them  required  medical  attention,  which 
the  British  Forces  provided. 

As  a  postscript  to  this  incident:  I  was  able  on 
my  return  to  England  at  the  end  of  November  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  World  Jewish  Congress 
and  the  American  Joint  Distribution  Committee 
to  the  plight  of  these  refugees  and  immediate  relief 
measures  were  put  into  effect. 

Presentations  were  made  to  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment  who  granted  entry  visas  for  the  whole  party 
to  Palestine  and,  ultimately  all  the  refugees  found  a 
home  there.  Years  later,  in  1 948,  when  I  was  form¬ 
ing  the  Israel  Navy  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the 
State  of  Israel,  I  was  one  day  accosted  by  a  young 
Haganah  Officer  who  said  he  remembered  me 
from  Bari,  because  he  had  been  one  of  the  children 
amongst  the  refugees. 
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For  the  last  few  months  I  have 
been  writing  about  what  it 
means  to  the  Synagogue  and 
to  me  to  celebrate  a  125th 
Anniversary.  You  have  all  received 
numerous  mailings  and  announcements 
about  all  that  we  have  planned.  It  is  an 
exciting  time. 

I  have  tangentially  referred  to  the 
fundraising  component  of  this  most  im¬ 
portant  milestone,  but  as  many  of  you 
will  soon  be  approached  to  make  a  gift 
to  our  endowment  through  the  Torah 
Project,  I  felt  it  was  important  to  tell 
you  why  your  gift  is  so  essential.  I  want 
to  encourage  all  of  you  to  make  this 
the  year  you  choose  to  put  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  at  the  top  of  the  list  of  your 
philanthropic  choices. 

I  don’t  believe  that  any  of  us  stop  and 
think  about  the  Synagogue  and  what 
it  means  not  only  to  our  own  lives  but 
to  the  lives  of  our  fellow  congregants. 

We  all  count  on  it  being  here  when  we 
need  it.  We  take  for  granted  that  when 
we  need  a  minyan  and  walk  into  the 
Appleman  Chapel,  it  will  be  waiting  for 
us;  that  the  bills  will  be  paid,  the  schools 
will  run,  programs  will  exist,  the  Rabbis 
and  Cantors  will  be  there  when  we  need 
them. 

All  of  us  have  the  good  fortune  of 
benefiting  from  the  efforts  of  those  con¬ 
gregants  who  built  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  as  we  now  know  it.  The 
majority  of  our  congregation  can’t  even 
imagine  our  Synagogue  without  the 
Shapiro  House,  the  building  that  houses 
the  offices,  the  schools  and  the  Apple- 
man  Chapel,  but  it  was  built  a  mere 
27  years  ago.  And  the  Sanctuary,  in  its 
unmatched  beauty,  was  refurbished  in 
1998,  just  nine  years  ago.  These  are 
examples  of  the  work  and  financial  sup¬ 
port  given  to  our  Synagogue  by  those 
who  came  before  us. 

It  is  now  our  turn. 


The  needs  of  the  Synagogue  break 
down  into  two  main  areas:  the  educa¬ 
tional,  spiritual  and  programmatic  ex¬ 
penses  and  the  physical  requirements  of 
the  building.  The  Synagogue  now  offers 
more  educational  programs  than  any 
other  time  in  history.  More  congregants 
walk  through  our  doors  throughout  the 
year  than  ever  before.  We  are  success¬ 
fully  helping  families  on  their  Jewish 
journeys  and  doing  our  part  to  insure 
the  future  of  the  Jewish  people.  This  is 
why  we  exist. 

We  will  all 
be  proud  to  be 
remembered  as 
the  congregants 
whose  legacy 
to  the  history 
of  P.A.S.  was  to 
guarantee 
its  future. 

We  also  run  one  of  the  finest  religious 
schools  in  the  country.  We  recently 
received  the  Excellence  in  Education 
Award  from  United  Synagogue  of  Con¬ 
servative  Judaism.  Our  Early 
Childhood  Center  is  also  excellent.  It 
is  our  job,  our  mission,  to  educate  our 
children.  With  your  help,  we  try  our 
best  to  maintain  the  affordability  of  the 
tuition  for  each  of  these  programs. 

We  also  must  take  appropriate  care 
of  our  landmark  building.  We  recently 
renovated  our  elevators  and  we  antici¬ 
pate  other  essential  repairs  and  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  next  few  years.  This  all 
costs  money. 


In  1997,  under  the  leadership  of 
past  chairman  Alan  Levine,  an  endow¬ 
ment  fund  was  created.  Through  his 
tireless  efforts,  the  Synagogue  raised 
five  million  dollars.  Many  of  you  were 
not  a  part  of  that  effort  and  for  other 
congregants  you  have  not  been  asked  for 
a  substantial  gift  in  10  years.  We  need 
you  now!  While  certainly  the  endow¬ 
ment  has  grown,  our  goal  is  to  increase 
our  endowment  to  ten  million  dollars 
to  more  fully  provide  for  our  needs  in 
the  future.  It  will  be  our  way  of  be¬ 
ing  counted.  It  is  appropriate  that  all 
congregants  who  can,  give  for  those  who 
cannot.  We  give  out  of  respect  to  those 
who  gave  before  us  and  to  ensure  the 
future  of  those  who  will  come  after  us. 

The  125th  anniversary  of  our  Syna¬ 
gogue  will  come  and  go.  Long  after  we 
are  all  gone,  the  Torah  and  the  letters  we 
inscribe  will  remain  and  we  will  all  be 
proud  to  be  remembered  as  the  congre¬ 
gants  whose  legacy  to  the  history  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  was  to  guarantee  its 
future.

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titles,  but  of  doing  what  needs  to  be 
done.”  She  also  studied  and  became  Bat 
Mitzvah  the  same  year  her  son  Douglas 
was  Bar  Mitzvah — making  1986  very 
meaningful  for  both  of  them. 

Paul’s  involvement  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  has  been  on  several  levels. 
Significantly,  he  has  become  increasingly 
knowledgeable  about  Judaism  and 
observant  and  now  starts  each  day 
laying  t’fillin.  His  interest  was  noted, 
and  before  long,  Paul  was  drawn  in 
and  served  on  the  Ritual  Committee, 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  was  President  for  five 
years. 

Their  Jewish  commitment  is  even 
broader:  Paul  served  on  the  Board 
of  Overseers  of  Jewish  Theological 
Society,  and  now  Joan  co-chairs  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Friends  of  JTS. 
Paul  is  proud  that  during  his  tenure,  the 
Havurah  and  Hashkama  services  were 
instituted.  He  feels  that  it  is  important 
to  attract  people  and  give  them  a  choice 
of  worship  opportunities:  “This  is  one 
of  the  ways  in  which  the  Conservative 
movement  continues  to  be  a  vibrant 
institution — a  big  tent  with  room  for 
people  whose  leanings  range  from 
liberal  to  traditional;  with  opportunities 
for  participating  in  beautiful  musical 
services  as  well.  The  main  thing  is  to 
give  Jewish  people  a  place  to  be  Jewishly 
involved.”

at  the  Gala  celebrating  the  125th  An¬ 
niversary  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is 
completely  appropriate.

As  Director  of  the  Early  Childhood 
Center  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 

Carol  Hendin  is  an  intrinsic  part  of  its 
spirit,  its  community,  and  its  families. 
One  of  her  insights  illustrates  the  sig¬ 
nificance  of  the  ECC,  and  illuminates 
some  of  her  own  special  qualities:  By 
starting  their  journey  here,  children  and 
families  establish  themselves  as  part  of 
a  meaningful  group  of  people  with  very 
strong  values.  The  variety  of  experiences 
such  as  Shabbat  and  festival  observances 
within  and  outside  the  classroom  add 
further  meaning  and  depth  to  the  other 
learnings  that  the  children  enjoy.  At¬ 
tending  services  and  celebrating  festivals 
with  classmates  and  their  families  gradu¬ 
ally  increases  the  circle  of  people  with 
whom  children  feel  comfortable.  But 
beyond  that,  she  observes  that  so  often 
the  friends  that  are  made  when  children 
are  young — both  the  children’s  and  the 
parents’ — last  until  maturity. 

Values  cannot  be  taught  in  quite  the 
same  way  as  preparation  for  reading  or 
numbers;  yet  are  at  least  as  important 
to  children’s  development.  The  school 
helps  children  learn  to  cooperate,  to  be 
part  of  a  team,  to  focus,  to  listen,  to  talk 
about  a  specific  subject,  to  perceive  pat¬ 
terns  and  relationships.  An  important 
goal  is  to  help  children  feel  great  about 
themselves,  to  have  the  confidence  that 


they  can  do  anything,  without  pres¬ 
sure,  and  not  feel  they  have  to  “fit  into 
boxes.” 

Honoring  Carol  Hendin  at  the  125th 
Anniversary  Gala  may  be  the  fruition 
of  a  statement  that  Rabbi  Lincoln  made 
when  she  was  hired  13  years  ago:  “I 
see  that  you  have  a  lot  to  bring  to  our 
school;  and  we  may  have  a  lot  to  bring 
to  you.” 

Supervising  this  school  of  about  125 
young  children  in  8  classes  involves  con¬ 
ducting  weekly  meetings  lor  the  three 
teachers  of  each  class,  in  addition  to 
weekly  meetings  of  the  entire  teaching 
staff.  Their  prime  concern  is,  of  course, 
the  children;  yet  providing  the  best 
educational  setting  for  them  involves  a 
great  deal  of  attention  to  content  and 
activities. 

Her  professional  involvement  also 
includes  leadership  positions  on  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Jewish  Early 
Childhood  Association  of  the  Board  of 
Jewish  Education  and  the  Independent 
Schools  Admissions  Association  of 
Greater  New  York. 

“I  have  the  best  job  in  the  world. 

No  matter  what  is  going  on  outside, 
despite  all  of  life’s  problems  and  disap¬ 
pointments;  when  I  come  up  here  I 
am  refreshed  by  the  world  of  young 
children. . .they  are  the  most  wonderful, 
uplifting,  emotionally  honest  people. 

I  do  miss  being  in  the  classroom — 
being  with  young  children  makes  me 
happy,  keeps  me  young.  It  helps  to 
ignite  the  spark  within  me.  I  am  very 
lucky  to  be  here.”

The  film  indicates  the 
problems,  dilemmas,  and  pressures  of 
the  French  community,  which  consists 
of  both  Ashkenazic  and  Sephardic  Jews. 
Dr.  Renee  Waldinger,  Professor  Emerita 
of  French,  Graduate  School  of  the  City 
University  of  New  York,  will  lead  the 
discussion  after  the  film.  All  members 
of  P.A.S.  are  invited.

He  has  again  been  ranked 
as  one  of  the  “100  Most  Influential  Lawyers  in  America”  by  The  National  Law 
Journal  (2006).  His  particular  interests  include  freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press 
and  freedom  of  expression.  He  is  the  William  J.  Brennan  Jr.  Visiting  Professor 
at  the  Graduate  School  of  Journalism  at  Columbia  University  and  is  the  author 
of  “Speaking  Freely:  Trials  of  the  First  Amendment”  (2005).  Abrams  argued  for 
The  New  York  Times  and  Judith  Miller  in  the  CIA  leak  grand  jury  investigation. 
Abrams  joined  Cahill  Gordon  &  Reindel  in  1963,  and  became  a  partner  in  1970. 

Menachem  Rosensaft,  the  President  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  is  General 
Counsel  of  a  financial  services  firm  in  New  York.  He  is  the  Founding  Chairman  of 
the  International  Network  of  Children  of  Jewish  Holocaust  Survivors  and  a  former 
National  President  of  the  Labor  Zionist  Alliance.  His  article  on  the  December 
2006  Tehran  conference  of  Holocaust  deniers,  “Don’t  Dismiss  Iran  Conference 
As  Harmless  Fringe  Elements,”  was  published  nationwide.  An  editorial  in  the 
New  York  Jewish  Week  of  December  15,  2006  quoted  him  as  saying  that  the 
Tehran  conference  “proves  that  anti-Zionism  and  anti-Semitism  have  merged  as 
one.”  President  Clinton  appointed  Menachem  to  two  five-year  terms  on  the  U.S. 
Holocaust  Memorial  Council,  and  he  has  published  articles  on  Holocaust-related 
issues  and  the  Middle  East  peace  process  in  numerous  major  publications  including 
The  New  York  Times,  the  Washington  Post,  the  Los  Angeles  Times,  Newsweek,  the 
New  York  Post,  and  the  New  York  Daily  News.

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Park  Avenue  Synagogue  History:  An  Unbroken  Chain

From  the  turn  of  the  20th  Century  until  the  name  change  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 


We  who  celebrate  Park  Avenue’s 
125th  anniversary  may  wonder  how 
we  grew  to  become  a  major  institu¬ 
tion,  when  many  synagogues  could 
not  develop  a  successful  “package”  of 
t’filah  (prayer),  tzedakah  (service),  a 
firm  financial  foundation,  and  mem¬ 
bership  good  will.  Looking  back,  the 
juxtaposition  of  these  qualities  found 
excellent  alignment  at  many,  but  not 
all,  times  in  our  history.  They  came 
together  wonderfully  after  World 
War  I,  culminating  in  the  construc¬ 
tion,  in  1926,  of  the  current  main 
sanctuary  building. 

As  detailed  in  the  January  2007 
Bulletin  article,  at  the  turn  of  the 
20th  Century,  our  congregation  was 
called  Agudat  Yesharim,  the  product 
of  several  mergers  of  other  congrega¬ 
tions,  and  was  located  in  a  re-con¬ 
ditioned  former  church  building  at 
1 1 5  East  86th  Street.  We  have  little 
information  about  the  World  War  I 
years.  But  in  the  post- World  War  I 
years  of  1920  through  1925,  amaz¬ 
ing  things  happened  to  the  con¬ 
gregation:  the  confluence  of  Rabbi 
Gabriel  Shulman,  Cantor  Abraham 
Sukoenig,  a  dedicated  membership 
led  by  Jacob  Friedman,  and  the 
mazal  (luck)  of  our  real  estate. 

Jacob  Friedman  joined  the  congre¬ 
gation  in  1902,  rising  from  volun¬ 
teer  usher  to  President  in  1917,  a 
position  he  held  until  1937.  (Our 
leadership  system  involving  having 
a  Chairman  and  a  President  of  the 
Board  dated  from  the  need,  as  Mr. 


Friedman  aged,  to  provide  him  with 
backup.)  Mr.  Friedman  was  born  in 
Germany,  the  son  of  a  cantor,  from 
whom  he  inherited  a  passionate  love 
of  music.  At  his  testimonial  din¬ 
ner  in  1937,  he  was  described  as  a 
driven  businessman  very  devoted  to 
his  goals  and  ideals,  but  tempered  by 
a  sense  of  humor,  unfailing  opti¬ 
mism  and  confidence.  He  was  totally 


dedicated  to  and  instrumental  in 
planning  for  the  major  growth  and 
development  of,  in  his  own  words, 
“the  greatest  religious  institution  in 
New  York  City.”  Moreover,  from  the 
testimonial  journal  “during  periods 
of  crisis  in  the  life  of  the  synagogue, 
whenever  it  seemed  as  though  the  fu¬ 
ture  was  very  dark  indeed,  it  was  he 
who  often  single-  handedly  sustained 
courage  and  faith  in  the  organiza¬ 
tion  as  a  whole.”  We  are  fortunate 
to  have  a  number  of  annual  reports, 
speeches,  and  articles  written  to  the 


congregation  by  Mr.  Friedman,  to 
which  our  research  is  indebted. 

In  his  first  report  to  the  congrega¬ 
tion  in  December  1920,  Jacob  Fried¬ 
man  related,  “Never  in  the  history  of 
this  congregation  have  the  earnest  ef¬ 
forts  to  strengthen  the  material  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  congregation  met  with 
the  successes  that  they  have  this  year. 
In  years  gone  by  we  were  not  able  to 
increase  our  membership  above  40 
to  50  members.  This  year  we  have 
1 54.  This  is  due  to  the  efforts  of 
our  Rabbi  Gabriel  Shulman,  and  if 
anyone  of  you  know  of  someone  not 
affiliated  with  our  Temple,  tell  our 
Rabbi  and  he  will  succeed  in  bring¬ 
ing  him  into  our  fold.”  Mr.  Fried¬ 
man  further  repeatedly  reports  that 
during  the  early  20s,  there  were  only 
a  few  seats  left  for  the  Holy  Days  (at 
that  time  extra  seats  were  sold  for  the 
holiday  period),  and  150-200  chil¬ 
dren  attended  the  Sunday  Religious 
School.  The  86th  Street  building  was 
in  excellent  condition,  and  the  “in¬ 
novation  of  having  board  members 
sit  on  the  bima  on  Saturday  morning 
will  surely  be  followed  by  a  larger 
audience.” 

Mr.  Friedman  praised  the  Friday 
evening  services  and  the  special  mu¬ 
sical  services  as  the  “best  attended  in 
New  York.”  Cantor  David  Lefkow- 
itz  has  written,  “The  thread  of  our 
congregation’s  impressive  musical 
history  extends  back  to  its  earliest 
days.”  Cantor  Abraham  Sukoenig 
served  our  congregation  from  1914 
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until  his  death  in  1932.  Born  and 
trained  in  Eastern  Europe,  he  had 
been  Cantor  of  the  Choral  Syna¬ 
gogue  in  Bucharest.  During  his  long 
period  of  service,  Cantor  Sukoenig 
directed  and  coached  many  choral 
singers  and  organists,  and  his  influ¬ 
ence  spread.  One  written  comment 
said,  “Through  his  sincere  inter¬ 
pretations  of  our  vivid  and  colorful 
musical  traditions,  he  conveys  the 
love  and  spirit  of  the  hymns.” 

In  his  December  1921  annual 
report,  Jacob  Friedman  is  raptur¬ 
ous.  “Who  two  years  ago  would 
have  thought  of  Agudat  Yesharim 
as  dreaming  of  a  larger  temple?  But 
the  dream  has  been  realized  with  the 
purchase  of  three  adjoining  buildings 
at  117,  119,  and  121  East  86th.” 
During  the  year  1921,  there  also  oc¬ 
curred  the  amalgamation  of  Con¬ 
gregation  Beth  Israel-Bikur  Cholim, 
better  known  as  the  72nd  Street 
Temple.  The  72nd  Street  building 
was  sold,  and  proceeds  further  added 
to  the  Agudat  Yesharim  balance 
sheet.  Aware  of  the  controversy  over 
the  sizable  commitments  in  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  adjacent  buildings  (in 
fact,  two  would  be  quickly  re-sold); 
Mr.  Friedman  confidently  asserted, 
“Do  you  think  the  amalgamation 
of  the  72nd  Street  Temple  would 
have  taken  effect  if  these  gentlemen 
thought  we  were  asleep?”  He  chal¬ 
lenged  the  congregation  to  put  aside 
pessimism  and  realize  his  dream  of  a 
new  building.  “What  we  are  doing 


is  laying  the  foundation  of  a  greater 
institution  than  we  have  now,  and  to 
teach  our  children  in  quarters  more 
suitable,  the  ten  commandments,  so 
that  after  we  are  gone,  the  youth  of 
our  faith  will  say  with  pride  ‘we  must 
keep  up  the  spirit  of  our  faith,  for 
look  what  our  fathers  have  left  us  to 
take  care  of’.” 

Another  theme  passionately 
repeated  in  Jacob  Friedman’s  yearly 
reports  was  increasing  involvement 
by  the  members  in  the  active  service 
of  the  synagogue.  For  example  in 

1922,  he  noted  that  “someone  spoke 
not  long  ago  of  starting  a  men’s  club 
to  get  men  more  involved  in  syna¬ 
gogue  life,  as  was  the  Sisterhood,  but 
this  had  not  happened  as  yet.”  By 

1923,  the  Men’s  Club  had  organized, 
and  by  1924,  Mr.  Friedman  proudly 
relayed  that  the  80  members  had 
accomplished  their  goals:  “a  spirit 

of  good  fellowship,  an  increased 
selected  membership,  a  helping  hand 
to  the  other  societies  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  and  a  program  of  educational 
activities.”

The  title  that  we  chose  for  the  workshop  this  year  was:  “God  Is  the  Same  Every¬ 
where,  But  I  Am  Not.” 


This  name  is  based  on  the  following  story  which  we  read  and  discussed  with  the 
children: 

A  young  boy,  who  was  to  later  become  a  great  Chasidic  rabbi,  was  often  absent 
from  the  yeshiva  where  he  was  a  student.  One  day,  the  boy’s  teacher  decided 
to  find  out  where  the  boy  went  when  he  should  have  been  studying.  He  went 
outside  and  found  the  boy  in  the  woods.  The  teacher  asked,  “ What  are  you 
doing?”  The  boy  answered,  “I  am  praying.  ”  The  teacher  then  asked,  “ Why  do 
you  come  to  the  woods  to  pray?  Don’t  you  know  that  it  doesn’t  matter  where  you 
pray  because  God  is  the  same  everywhere?”  The  boy  replied,  “I  know  that  God 
is  the  same  everywhere,  but  I  am  not.  ” 

Some  of  the  essential  questions  we  asked  the  youngsters  included: 

•  When  do  you  feel  most  connected  to  God? 

•  How  do  different  places  make  you  feel  more  or  less  connected  to  God? 

•  What  is  the  difference  between  feeling  God  and  praying  to  God? 

•  Do  you  ever  talk  to  God  outside  of  synagogue? 

•  What  kinds  of  things  do  you  talk  to  God  about? 

•  What  kinds  of  places  make  you  want  to  talk  to  God? 

•  Why  do  you  think  different  people  talk  to  God  at  different  times 
and  in  different  places? 

•  Do  you  ever  have  trouble  talking  to  God?  Why? 

Our  students  participated  enthusiastically  in  the  discussions  and  definitely  had  lots 
to  say  about  God  and  themselves.  Many  of  us  are  reluctant  to  talk  about  God  with 
our  children,  but  I  encourage  you  to  do  so.  I  recommend  the  book  “Teaching  Your 
Children  About  God”  by  Rabbi  David  J.  Wolpe  for  guidance.
